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Auing after ſome time ſpent in ſetling the politique 
affaires of this Realine, of late beſtowed no ſmall labour incompoſing cere 
taine differences Wee found among our Cleargic about Rites and Ceremo⸗ 
mes herctokoꝛe eftabliſhedinthisChurchof England, and reduced the fame 
7 toſuchan Oder and foꝛme, as Wee doubt not but tuery ſpirit that is ledde 
onely with Pietie, and not With Humor, ſhalbe therein ſatiſfied : It appea- 

red vnto Us in the debating of thoſe matters, that a greater contagion to 
dur Religion then could pꝛocced from thole light differentes, was imminent by perſons common 
Enemiestothem both, Namelythe great number of Pzieſts both Semimaries and Jeſuits aboun- 
ding in this Realine, alwell of ſuch as were here befoꝛe our comming to this Crowne, as offuchas 
haue reſoꝛted hither ſince, vſing their functions and profeſſions with greater bertic, then heretofoze 
they durſt haue done partly bpon a Varne confidence of foine Innouation in matters of Religion to be 
done by Us, which Wee neuer intended, noꝛ gaue any man cauſe to expect, ⁊ partly vponthe aſſurante 
ok our generall pardon, granted accoꝛding tothe tuſtome of our Pꝛogentoꝛs at our Coꝛonation, foꝛ of- 
fentes paſt in the dayes of the late Qucene, which Pardons many ofthe ſaid Pueſts haue p2ocured vn⸗ 
der Our great Scale, and holding themſelues thereby free tr menen ofthe Lawes, doc with 
great audacitic erertile all Offices of their profeſſion, both ſaying Maffes, perſwading our Subiccts 
frointhe Religion ecdabuſheo, and reconcehng them tothe Ch! arch of Rome, and bptonſequente ſedu⸗ 
ting them kromthe true perlwalſon, which all Subietts oucht to haue of their duetit and obedꝛente to 
Us, Poherekoꝛe, foꝛaſinuch as by way of pꝛouidente to pꝛeſerue their people from being toꝛrupted in 
Religion, pietie and obedꝛente, is not the leaſt part of Nopall ductic, Wer hold our ſelfe obliged both in 
tonſciente and in wildome, to ble all good meanes to ketpe our Subierts from being infected with ins 
perſtitious opunons in matter of Religion, which are not onelppermtious to their owne ſoules, but 
the ready Way aud meanes to toꝛrupt their duette and allegiance, which cannot be any wap ſo ſurely 
perfoꝛmed, as by kecpiig from them the unmſters and inſtruments of that Jnfeetion, which are the 
P:ieſts of all ſoꝛts oꝛdaned in foꝛraine parts, by authoutic pꝛohibited by te Lawes ofthis land, Con⸗ 
termng whomtherefoꝛe We haue thought it fit to publiſhtoailour Subtetts this open declaration of 
our pleaſure. That where there be of Prieſts at this pꝛelent Within our kingdome, be chey Regular 02 
without Rule, diners ſoꝛts, ſome in pꝛiſon, ſome at libertie, and ok both, ſome hauing obtained our Par- 
don under our great Scale, and ſome Haning no ſuch Pardon: And againeſaine that were here be⸗ 
foꝛe Our comming into this Nealme, and ſome tommen hither ſince: Foꝛ all ſuch as are in pꝛlon we 
haue taken oꝛder that they thall be ſhipped at ſome conuement Poꝛt, and ſeit out of our Vealine as 
ſoone as poſſibly may be, with tommandement not to returne againe into any part ofour Domimons, 
without our Licence obtained, vpon patne andperill of the Lawes beuig here in foꝛce againſt them, 
And foꝛ all others who are at libertie, whether hauing ſued out our Pardon oꝛ not, which Wee doe ad- 
uertile them and all our Subiects, that extending onely to matters done befoze the death of the late 
Qucene, doeth not exempt any P:eſt from the danger of the Law foꝛ his abode Here ſince Our lut⸗ 
ceſſion to the Crowue aboue the time by the Statute limited. 

Wee doe hereby will and command all maner of Jeſuits, Semmaries, and other Pacſts whatlo- 
euer, hauing Oꝛdination from any authontie by the Lawes of this Kealme p:ohibited,to take notice 
That our Picalurets, that they doe befoꝛe the nineteenth day of March nert enſtung the date hereof, 
depart fooꝛth of our Acalme and Domimons, And that foꝛ thai purpoſe it ſhalbe lawfull to all Off. 
ters of gur Poꝛts, to luſfer the lapd Pueſts to depart from thence into any Fozrcine parts, betwecne 


this and the ſayd nineteenth day of March: Admoniſhing and aſſuring all ſuch Jeſuits, Semina- 
ries, and Pꝛieſts of what ſoꝛt ſoener, That if any of them ſhall be after the ſaid nineteenth day taken 
within this Nealme oz any our Dominions, oꝛ departing now vpon this our Pleaſure ſignified, ſhall 
hereafter returne into this Nealme oꝛ any our Dominions againe, that they ſhalbe left tothe penaltie 
of the Lawes here being in foꝛte concerning them, without hope of any lauoꝛ oꝛ remiſſion from Us, 

Wherefoꝛe we will and command all Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Lieutenants, Juſtices of Þeace,and 
all other our Officers and Miniſters whatſocuer, to be vigilant and carcfull after the ſaid nineteenth 
day of March paſt, to doe their duties and diligence in diſconering and appꝛehending of allPzeſts 
that ſhall remaine here contrary to this our declaration. Which though perhaps it may ſeeme to ſome 
to pꝛelage a greater ſeueritie towards that ſoꝛt of our Subiects, who differingin their pzofeſſion from 
the Religion by Tawe eſtabliſhed, call themſelues Carholikes, then by our proceedings with them hi⸗ 
therto we haue giuen cauſe to expect: Yet doubt we not, but that when it ſhall be conſidered with in⸗ 
different Judgement, what cauſes haue mooued vs to vle this pꝛouidence agaunſt the ſayde Jeſuits, 
Seminaries, and Peſts, all men will inſtifie vs therein. Fo2 to whome is it bnknowen, into what 
perill our Perſon was like to be dꝛawen, and our Realine vnto conkulion not many moneths ſince, by 
a Conſpiracie firſt concetued by perſons of that ſoꝛt, who hauing pꝛeuailed with tome, had undertaken 
to dꝛawe multitudes of others to aſſiſt the ſame, by the authozitie of their perſivaſions and motmes 
grounded chicfly vpon matter of Conſcience and Religion: Which when other Pzinces ſhall duly ob- 
ſerue, Wee aſſure our ſelues they willno way conceine that this alteration groweth from any change 
of diſpoſition now moꝛe exaſperate then heretofoꝛe, but out of neceſſary pꝛouidente to pꝛeuent perils 
otherwiſe ineuitable, conſidering that their abſolute ſubmiſſion to Foꝛreine Juriſdiction at their firſt 
taking of Oꝛders, doeth leaue ſo conditionall an authoꝛitie to Kings ouer their Subiects, as the lame 


power by which they were made, may diſpenſe at pleaſure with the ſtraiteſt band of lopaltie 


and loue betweene a King and his People. Amongſt which Foꝛreine powers, although wee ac- 
knowledge our ſelues perſonally ſo much beholding to the now Biſhop of Rome foꝛ His kinde offices 
and pꝛiuate tempoꝛall cariage towards vs in many things, as wee ſhall be euer ready to requite the 
ſame towards him, (as Wiſhop of Rome in ſtate and condition of a Secular Pzince) Bet when wee 
conſider and obſcrue the courſe and claime of that Sea, Wee haue no reaſon to image, that Pzinces 
of our Religion and Pꝛofeſſion, can expect any aſſurance long to continue, vnleſſe it night be aſſented 
by mediation of other Pzinces Cheiſtian, that ſome good courle might be taken (by a generall Coun⸗ 
cell free andlawfully called) to plucke vp thoſe roots of dangers and iealouſies which ariſe foz cauſe of 
Religion as well betweene Pzinces and Pꝛinces, as betweene them and their Subtects, and to make 
it manifeſt that no State oꝛ Potentate either hath oz tan challenge power to diſpoſe of carthly King- 
domes oꝛ Monarchies, oꝛ to diſpenſe with Subiects obedience to their naturall Soueraignes: In 
which charitable Action, there is no Pꝛinte lining, that will be readier then Wee ſhall be to toncurre 
euen to the vttermoſt of our power, not onely out of particular diſpoſition to liue peaceably with all 
States and Pꝛintes of Chꝛiſtendome, but becauſe ſuch a ſetled amitie might (by an vnion in Religion) 
be eſtabliſhed among Chꝛiſtian Pꝛintes, as might enable vs all to reſiſt the common Enemie.
